Tue new Piece called Augusta, the Blind Girl, was performed for 
the second time, and we should not be sorry if it were for the last 
time, It is exceedingly insipid and prosing; and although it may 
obtain a patient hearing from the manner in which it is performed 
yet it termipates in way to produce a smile of sidicule, instead of the 
deep interest evidently aimed at. If such sort of success can benefit 
the Theatre, we should be more reluctant in offering objections: but 
as last night afforded a proof of its non-attraction, from the thin state 
of the boxes compared to their recent condition, we must, as friends 
to the Establishment, advise its withdrawal. It reflects neither 
credit on the judgment of the management, nor admits of any ad- 
vantageous display of the talents of the performers engaged in it, who, 
we conccive, have conferred on .this drama the little existence it is 
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unworthy of. If we are to have dramas or melo-dramas constructed 
on French, or German taste, let us manufacture them at home in imi- 
tation, as we do our laces, silks, and sausages. A patriotic spirit 
will inducé Mr. Buxt and bis family to look with more complacency 
at these English-wrought foreign fancies, than the imported ready- 
made articles, however much they may have been prized on the con- 
tinent. As we are treating of the drama in a mercantile way, we may 
just mention a word of the affairs of Méssrs. Srurson & Co. The 
firm, wé are happy to say, is in high credit, from the exertions of 
the partners, and particularly the head of the concern, Jf. Simpson ; 
who shews as much discretion, ability, and command of temper in 
the.aflairs of his house, as could possibly be desired in the involved 
condition he passes through. - But he is.ably supported, and solare all 
the members of Simpson & Co. for every one is eager to. offer them 
their note of hand.
